WARM SPRINGS, Ga., Nov. 5— 
President Roosevelt let ‘t be def- 
initely known last night that he 
is pushing on with his commod- 
ity dollar effort as he dectined 
any public reply to the critics 
who were joined in a severe 
statement by Alfred E, Smith. 

Two fighting lieutenants came 
to the “Little White House” yes- 
terday and one of them—Hugh S. 
Johnson, recovery administrator 
—fired back at the administration 
monetary foes even before seeing 
Mr. Roosevelt.

SHOULD SPEND NOW 


Premier Bennett says his Government 
may launch a public works construction 
program next spring “if financial and ex- 
change conditions become more settled.” 

That is to say, the Government may 
start spending money if the depression has 
passed. Which is exactly the time and cir- 
cumstance in which a government should 
do nothing of the kind; and in which near- 
ly every preceding government of Canada 
has done what Mr. Bennett says he may 
do. 

Governments should do their spending 
when private employers, investors and 
buyers have little or no money to spend. 
When the times become “settled” govern- 
ments should cut down their spending and 
use their tax revenue to pay their debts. 

Ottawa should do its spending now, 
when men need work and business needs a 
larger turn-over, not postpone its projects 
until the depression is past. 


GETTING TOGETHER 

A social service exchange has been or- 
ganized in Edmonton, whose purpose is to 
co-relate the operations of organizations 
engaged in relieving distress and to pre- 
vent over-lapping. 

That is a step in the right direction. The 
exchange should make for efficiency, for a 
fair distribution of the available amount of 
money or supplies, and it may. through 
association arouse a greater enthusiasm 
among all the organizations than could be 
developed if each was working alone and in 
the dark as to what others might be doing. 

Some years ago an effort was made 
here, as has been done in other cities, to 
establish a community chest, into which all 
contributions should be gathered, and 
which should be under a management re- 
presenting all affiliated organizations and 
all sections of the city and the citizens. The 
movement did not succeed. Perhaps, if the 
exchange arrangement works well, there 
will be another approach to the community 
chest plan, which at least on paper looks 
like the most satisfactory way of directing 
voluntary relief effort. 


ADVISERS WELL LOST 

Two bankers have resigned from the 
“brain trust” because President Roosevelt 
would not adopt the kind of a money 
policy they wanted. 

Perhaps that will shatter public con- 
fidence in the money ideas and ideals of 
Mr. Roosevelt, bring the whole N.R.A. pro- 
gram to collapse, and start a popular de- 
mand for the bankers to be put in charge 
at Washington. But again, perhaps it 
won't. 

It is even possible the retirement of 
these two would-be advisers will convince 
the public that even if the President hap- 
pens to be wrong he at least is wrong in the 
right direction. Like the people of Canada, 
the people of the United States have had 
long and lurid experience of banker-made 
money policies, culminating last spring in 
that country finding itself without either 
money or banks. 

From which it seems fairly probable the 
U.S. public will conclude that the farther 
President Roosevelt keeps away from 
banker-advice on money matters the more 
likely that they will have money to do 
business with and the banks be able to 
keep their doors open. 


A press despatch sent out from Montreal 
a week or so ago stated that the railways 
would offer winter trips “from points in 
eastern Canada to the Pacific coast” at 
Summer tourist rates, allowing the return 
journey to be made at any time up to the 
end of April. Montreal being the head- 
quarters of the railways, and the point 
where railway announcements are given 
out, it was to be taken that the despatch 
meant what it said and said what the rail- 
way managements meant. 

Evidently the despatch-maker didn’t 
know there was any Canadian territory 
lying between eastern Canada and the 
Pacific, or the railway managements have 
changed their minds in the meantime. For 
these rates are being also offered from all 
points in the prairie provinces to the coast, 


~ 


with the same privileges as to accommoéda- 
tion and time of return. 

That of course is good business on the 
part of the railways, removes any Bo 
ion of discrimination, and shows better 
business judgment than the announcer 
credited the managements with possess- 
ing. The railways will as a result pick up a 
good deal of traffic from sections of the 
prairie country where winter has arrived, 
and possibly from Edmonton later on. As 
yet excursion rates to the coast do not 
mean much in this part of the west, since 
we have been getting Vancouver weather 
without going there. 


“THREE OUT” 

The Sarraut Government was defeated 
in the French Chamber. That is not a mat- 
ter of any direct concern to Canadians, 
and in the normal course of things French 
governments up-set too often to arouse 
any great interest abroad. 

But more than usual significance at- 
taches to this latest turn-over, which may 
give even Canadian observers a more than 
casual interest in the situation. For this 
happens to be the third French govern- 
ment that has been defeated in parliament 
in six months on the same issue—money. 

The issue is whether France will stay on 
the gold standard and balance its budget 
by a policy of “cutting and slashing”, 
such as every other country has had to 
employ which sought to maintain the fic- 
titious value given to money by the slump 
in commodity values. Three successive 
ministries have gone to wreck since last 
spring trying to.drive that financial policy 
through the Chamber. 

It is now toward the end of November, 
and the budget is no nearer passing than 
when it was introduced. If the Chamber 
stands firm, France will sooner or later go 
off gold, and with it will go the “gold 
bloc’’ countries whose currencies are peg- 
ged to the franc. The repudiation of the 
gold standard will in that event be almost 
world-wide. 

French insistence that international ex- 
change be stabilized on gold broke up the 
economic conference in London. In so do- 
ing the French representatives did not 
speak for France, nor the parliament of 
France, but only for a group of gentlemen 
who for the time held cabinet positions 
which had fallen to them because their pre- 
decessors tried to get a parliamentary ver- 
dict for gold and deflation, and who them- 
selves went the same road when they 
ventured the same attempt.

Monday next will see voting take place for the 
six deferred British Columbia seats—two in Van- 
couver Centre and four in the capital city of Vic- 
toria, New élections were made necessary owing 
to the death, during the gen¢ral election contest, 
of Hon. W. J. Bowser, who was a candidate in 
both cities. 

Attorney-general Sloan w a candidate for one of 
the Vancouver Centre seats and Minister of Finance 
Hart for one of the Victoria seats. In view of the 
victory of the Liberal party in the general election 
—Premier Pattullo will have a clear majority over 
all other parties even if afl the six seats to be voted 
upon on Monday were to go against him—the Lib- 
eral expectations of carrying all six seats seem now 
to be clinched. 

Within the ten days since he was called upon to 
resume the portfolio of finance, Hon. Mr. Hart has 
disclosed that the outgoing government left nothing 
in the Treasury but a solitary cent apparently 
overlooked in a drawer. It also left $300,000 of 
cheques with no money to meet them, and had 
spent for other purposes millions taken from relief 
funds, sinking funds and the civil servants’ pension 
fund. 

No wonder that both Hon. Mr. Bowser and Hon. 
Mr. Pattullo declined the invitation of Dr. Tolmie 
a year ago to enter a union government and elim- 
inate all opposition in the legislature. 

Unabashed by the refusal of the electors to 
accept the advice of the Vancouver Province to 
select independents, the Southam Press organ, 
which was largely responsible for the Tolmie 
government, has added to the humor of its former 
advice by now urging the electors to elect the two 
ministers and reject the other Liberal candidates. 
It isn't every paper that can face both ways at 
the same time.

Health and Diet Advice

Those who are always tired, who get up in the 
morning more weary than when they went to bed, 
are usually enervated. Enervation refers to 
weakness or debility. 

Enervation precedes the catching of a cold and 
if you will think hard you will find that you were 


cold developed. Perhaps you 
had lost sleep through staying 
up late for two or three nghts, 
or you had been working over- 
time. During a period of ener- 
vation, the powers of resistance 
become lowered and the body 
does not defend itself against 
germs as well as ordinarily. Not 
only are colds brought on at this 
time, but the same thing is true 
of boils. A patient who has had 
several boils may be sure that 
he has become enervated. A 
temporary enervation may fol-

low a shopping tour through the stores and many | 


women suffer from this type of enervation, together 
with the dull, persistent headache which it causes. 
After the patient becomes enervated all the time he 
usually develops low blod pressure, poor circula-

tion, muscular weakness, and, perhaps, neurasth- | 


ena. 
A person who is enervated generally feels that 
nothing is seriously wrong with him, however, this 
enervated state frequently precedes the appearance 
of such diseases as diabetes and tuberculosis. In 
every case, the best plan is to build up the body in 
every way possible so that perfect health returns 
as this is much easier to do at this stage than later, 
after a severe disorder has developed. 

One who is truly enervated is worse off than one 
who is very tired, however, there is this difference 
—that a tired person needs rest and is completely 
refreshed after a reasonable rest period, but, while 
the one who is suffering from extreme weakness 
craves rest, the more he rests, the weaker he be- 
comes. His vital energy is not renewed by a rea- 
sonable resting time. The first stage of the journey

I learned that 
feeling of hearing steps coming down the corri- 
dor, wondering if they would stop at my door. 
It's like initiation days at the University, I 
thought. The telephone screamed and jangled. 
I jumped out of bed.... It was the representa- 
tive of an American paper saying he was leav- 
ing Berlin, too.... 

“Morning came on leaden wings. I had 
travelled determinedly from one end of Ger- 
many to the other for two months. Now sud- 
denly | was nervous and couldn't wait to get 
out. I drove down to the Templehot aerodrome. 
Two policemen were standing at the door. I 
thought of making a noise like a hoop and roll- 
ing away, but they weren't for me. 

“I climbed into a great aeroplane and swept 
into the morning towards England and freedom 
and home.”

too easily, the second stage comes when he is ener- 
vated or weakened, and the third stage comes when 
he has reached the valley of disease. 

The symptoms described by the enervated 
patient include a feeling of weakness in the muscles 
which may cause one to be unsteady or to tremble, 
there is a capacity for less and less work, a desire 
to rest all the time, a discouraged mental state, 
and possibly many colds and boils. 

In the average case where a marked enervation 
exists, several causes will be found. Most of these 
causes are unnecessary and may be wiped out, thus 
freeing the patient from that weak feeling and 
starting him on the road to a satisfactory recovery. 
Probably the two main causes are too much food 
and too little exercise. The wasting of energy 
through harmful mental habits such as worry, fear 
or envy is also an important cause.

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Peace River Area Is 
Canada’s Opportunity 


By R. T. ELLIOT, K.C. 


Offers to purchase gold at prices in excess of thirty 
dollars per ounce are not attracting gold to the coffers of 
the United States in any quantity adequate for the pur- 
poses which the United States government desires to carry 
out, because the desired quantity of gold is not in exist- 
ence. It is not so much the question of price as lack of 
available gold. 

About the twentieth of this month of November a 
conference of Republican leaders assembled at Washington, 
D. C., to consider some practical method of giving effect 
to a policy of bi-metallism—of bringing silver on to some 
basis of stabilized price proportionate to the gold price and 
thereby widening the base of precious metal values. 

There is gold, and there is silver, in quantity, in the 
Peace River area, which will be brought into immediate 
working availability by extending the line of railway now 
completed from Edmonton to Dawson Creek on northerly 
and westerly past Fort St. James and Hudson Hope to 
Finlay Forks. Once machinery and supplies can be taken 
in at ordinary rail rates, there will be a new territorial 
development on a scale of Empire magnitude. 

The total cost of the rail extension on the basis of 
present day construction costs should but little exceed ten 
million dollars; but even at double that sum, the giving of 
employment to several thousand men on direct work, and 
the impetus to manufacturing throughout all Canada in 
Supplying the new country would reduce relief losses by at 
least the cost of the railway. 

For several years the new country would afford the 
now settled portions of western Canada a large market for 
wheat products, cattle and hog products, and dairy pro- 
ducts. , : 

In the area between Fort St. James and Hudson Hope, 

the railway will traverse districts in which the geological 
evidences of oil deposits are Satisfactory; but the taking 
in of machinery on any commercial scale is impossible until 
the railway is built. 
The big mineral-bearing area of which Fort Graham 
1S approximately the centre is definitely known to be one 
of the big silver-lead areas of the continent. The gold- 
bearing mountains and the river placer areas of the Omin- 
eca district are tied up awaiting the bringing in of machin- 
ery in commercial quantities at ordinary rail rates. 

There is everything to gain, and no possibility of loss 
in the immediate commencement of rail construction. The 
government of Canada has full power from parliament to 
take any measure necessary to improve Canadian condi- 
tions. Here is certain improvement for all Canada— 
farmers, wage-earners and manufacturers. 

Homes and employment await a multitude in the Peace 
River area and the government of Canada has no more im- 
perative duty than that of providing for construction of 
the necessary railway extension now.
